holding half a hundred blue coats at 
bay for several hours, during which 
a number of shots were exchanged, 
Lafayette Sims, 
a 
desperate negro, 


was killed by the police early today 
In a negro boarding house, situated on 
South RampaA street. 
The room in 


which he was besieged had to be set 
on fire and the Fire Department called 
out before Sims could be driven from 
his post. 
As he attempted to escape, 


still tarrying his gun, he was 
shot 


down. 


The origin of the trouble was trivial. 


Sims occupied a room in the boarding 
house, in which there were seven beds. 
On retiring last night he locked the 
door and when the landlord early this 
morning asked him to open It so that 
another lodger might 
be admitted, 


Sims refused. 
Then the landlord sent 


for the police. 
Efforts 
to 
persuade 


Sims to open the door failed and 
a 


hole was smashed In It. Through the 
aperature, Sims shot a pistol out of 
one hand and a lantern out of the oth- 
er of Officer Winstein, who tried 
to 


enter. 
Thereupon 
additional 
police 


were sent for ana the 
house sur- 


rounded. 


After the additional police had 
ar- 


rived the landlord and an officer again 
went to the room and pleaded 
with 


Sims to come and surrender. 


"No, I won't," he anoT.'ered with an 


oath, "I'll shot If you don't go away. I 
am not going to leave here. 
They'll 


burn me In oil. They'll fry me." 


Sims had piled some of the fur- 


niture in the room against the door 
and was prepared to fight for his life. 
As the landlord and the officer retreat- 
ed the desperado flred at them, with- 
out doing any damage. All efforts to 
induce the prisoner to surrender hav- 
ing proved 
abortive, 
Superintendent 


of Police Journee decided that there 
was nothing to be done but to smoke 
the negro out. An alarm was turned 
in and a portion of the Fire Depart- 
ment brought to the scene. 


A quantity of cotton, oil and sul- 


phur was sent for, the cotton rolled 
Into balls and saturated with oil,

match applied and the 
blazing sub- 


stance hurled Into the 
room, every 


avenue of escape being guarded.

break to escape. 
As he appeared at

at him. The negro staggered, mortal- 
ly wounded. 
Instantly other 
police- 


men flred on him. He had 
scarcely 


fallen to the floor when he was dead. 
The firemen ran a lead of'hose Into the 
building and extinguished the flames, 
and the body -was dragged 
out 
and 


driven through a lane 
of 
excited 


negroes to the police station. 


Examination of the room following 


the tragedy showed that Sims had got- 
ten 
possession of Officer Winstein's 


revolver after shooting it from 
his 


hand.

THE NEW SERUM 


IS BEING TRIED. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—A physician of 


this city has now under observation a 
case which is the first experiment in this 
country with a new a. rt-atreptococcus 
serum, which Is believed to destroy the 
germs of scarlet fever. 


Several days ago the doctor was called 
to see a frail little girl who had a se- 
vere attack of scarlet fever, with throat 
complication. 
Her temperature was 104 
degrees. 
The doctor decided to try the 
new serum. 
Twelve hours after one in- 
jection 
the patient's temperature de- 
creased two decrees. 
In the morning of the following day it 
descended to normal, but rose again to 
101 degrees. 
On the fourth day it con- 
tinued normal. The last report is: "Tem- 
perature, 99; pulse, 94; respiration, 24, 
and general condition good." 
This 'new serum was discovered by Dr. 
Haines Aronyon, a bacteriologist of Ber- 
lin. 
Experiments with this new serum 
for scarlet fever began last July and the 
cases experimented on were selected re- 
gardless of severity. 
Eighty-eight per 
cer.t of those treated were discharged as 
cured and their recovery was without the 
usual complications of scarlet fever.

ular man in England. 
Davitt said he 


was a good fellow personally, and ex- 
pressed the belief that he would sanc- 
tion a more liberal policy toward Ire- 
land if l-.e had the power. 


This was said a little more than a 


decade ago, and events are verifying 
the Judgment of -Mr. Davitt. The King 
Is clearly in favor of eradicating land- 
lordism In Ireland.

Mary A. Drake had sued her husband, 
Thomas M. Drake, a brakeman, who 
had been working on the same train 
crew with Conductor Ware, for a di- 
vorce, alleging that he had transferred 
his affections to Mrs. Ware.

REPUBLICANS HOLD 


RALLY. 


Warren OIney Answers Examiner's 


Charge at a Meeting in 


the Seventh Ward. 


The Republicans opened the cam- 


paign in the Seventh wnrd last night 
by holding a rousing rally in Cameron 
Hal!, Thirteenth avenue and East Six- 
teenth street. 
Every seat in the hall was occupied 
and the aisles 
and 
hallway 
were 
crowded with an enthusiastic 
audi- 


ence. 
Previous to the meeting a huge bon- 


fire was kept going in front of 
the 


builcilngr and from time to time the 
Fifth Regiment Band rendered selec- 
tions. A small cannon added its noise 
to the occasion. Between the speeches 
of the candidates the band contributed 
popular airs. 
The principal speaker of the even- 
ing was Warren OIney, candidate 
on 


the Republican, Municipal League and 
Democratic tickets for Mayor. He re- 
plied to the charges made by the Ex- 
aminer. 


CALLED TO ORDER. 


The meeting w.is called to order by 


Clintor. G. rvxig-e, who briefly 
stated 


the purpose of the mooting. 
He then 


introduced "Warren OIney, who spoke- 
as follows: 


MR. OLNEY'S SPEECH. 


Mr. OIney Raid: 
"I regret very much that the report 


of the Water Committee bas not beea 
printed in pamphlet form and eirruhu- 
ed all over the city. Attacks are be- 
ing made 
upon 
the 
report by the 


friends of the 
Contra Costa WaU-r 


Company, who are trying to make you 
believe that it recommends an impos- 
sible scheme. 
The best answer to any 


such assertion is to read the report. 
This report speaks for Hself in such 
clear and convincing tones that all that 
is necessary for its defense is that it 
•hould be known and that the people 
hould not rely upon the statements 
.:ade by the friend.-; of the Contra. Cos- 
.1 Water Company or of the Spring 
»-:lIey Water company in regard to it. 


"The charge is now made that I could 


not have joinpf! in good I'nith in thnt 
report, because u is said th;it I know 
that the gravel beds into which the 
Alameda creek 
flows are exhausted, 


and that thereby the fruit and farm- 
ing lands on the borders of Alamoda 
creek have dried up and are ruined. I 
don't know any such tiling, nor does 
anybody else know it. It is a fair sam- 
ple of the talk of our opponents. 


DRY YEARS. 


"You all know that the last five 


years have been the dryc-st five years 
known in the history of the State. 
There never was as little nu'nfall dur- 
ing the same length of time before. 
Yet I should like to ask those of you 
•who have bec-n to Nlles, Alvarado and 
Centerville and Decoto, if you have no- 
ticed any 
indications 
of 
the farms 


along: Alameda creek being dried up or 
ru'ned? On the contrary, you all know 
that there are no richer or more pro- 
ductive or larger income-paying lands 
In the State of California than those 
Identical lands; and yet 
during all 


these dry years the Spring Valley Wa- 
ter Companv has been taking away 
sixteen million gallons of water pel- 
day for the supply of San Francisco, 
find during all this time also the main 
supply 
of 
Oakland, 
Alameda 
and 


Berkeley hns come from these gravel 
beds. 
Does that look as if they were 


pumped out? But that is not all. Not 
only the city of S'.in Fr.inrisco has got 
sixteen million gallons of water per 
day from Alameda creek during these 
dry years. Oakland h?s= got from four 
to five million 
of 
gallons from the 


gravel h^ds suppiir.'. '>y the Alameda 
crock, hut the Alamcda Sugar Com- 
pany hn.s also got its water from th^re, 
and there are wrUs sunk in these ^rav- 
rl he.ls t h a t at any tim" during these 
dry seasons will supply a million gal- 
lons of water per day. 
Almost any- 


where on the Xiles Cone you can get

THE INSPIRATION. 


"It looks as if the inspiration 
f"r 


these attacks comos from the- two great 
oorport'.tions t h n t are supplying Oak- 
land and Pan Francisco with water. 
They don't want tbf- people of Oakland 
to know how rnsy ft is for us to get 
otir water there and they want to head 
off and prevent us. if possible, in case 
we attempt to avail ourselves of this 
natural supply of water that belongs 
to us. 
If these two corporations are 


not back of these attacks, then the Ex- 
aminer Is inspired by pure cussedness. 
If you will read the report of the Com- 
mittee of Five you will find that we 
refer to the reports of our two engi- 
neers, one of 
whom says that the 


Sprinj? Valley Water Works cannot di- 
vert water from the gravel beds to 
such an extent as to prevent Oakland 
geuin- all the water it needs. 
The 


other engineer, Mr. Rudolph Herring, 
says that in his opinion it Is possible 
for the Spring- Valley Water Company 
to turn oft all the water so that none 
that falls on the watershed o{ the Ala- 
meda creek will get into that gravel 
bed and 
ultimately to exhaust the 


source of supply. Now here is the opin- 
ion of two engineers, both eminent in 
their profession, and diametrically op- 
posed, but 
both 
agreeing 
that San 


Francisco can continue to divert six- 
teen million gallons of water, per day 
and there will be enough left In the 


- gravel beds to supply not only Oak- 


• land. Berkeley and Alameda, but 
all 


'other legitimate claims upon water. 


"Now- suppose It should turn out that 


Mr. Rudolph Herring is right and that 
the Spring Valley Water Company does 
succeed in shutting off the inflow into 
the Alameda gravel beds? 
In that 


event what Is there to hinder the city 


! of Oakland from fding a condemnation 
suit against the Spring Valley Water 
Company and 
compelling it 
to let 


enough water come down the creek 
into those grave! beds to supply our 
wants? "We have the first claim upon 
that water. 
It is right here at our 


door. San Francisco can get its water 


1 in other places. 
San Francisco does 


not own, nor want to own. so far as I 
can make out, the sources of water 
supply now controlled by the Spring 
Valley Water Com'pany. San Francis- 
co intends to get her water from the 
Sierras. She Is large enough and rich 
enough to do It, and in my opinion will 
never make any serious objection to 
Oakland availing herself of what, in 
pquity and good conscience and good 
neighborly feeling belongs to her, viz: 
! the supply of water right at her door. 


"It is said that when I was the at- 


'torney for Mr. John L. Beard In his 
suit against the Spring Valley Water 
Company, in which he claimed that his 
ranch was damaged by diverting tlie 
water from Alameda. creek, that I con- 
tended that his ranch would be ruined 
and dried up if the Spring Valley Wa- 
ter Company succeeded in Its work. 


THE CHARGES, 


"In a morning paper there was pub- 


lished this morning what purports to 
be my address to tbe Jury on opening 
the trial of the case, stating what 
I 


hoped to prove as Mr. Beard's attor- 
ney. 
Mr. Beard had a ranch of two 


hundred acres and he claimed that it 
would be damaged to the 
extent 
of 


$80.000 If the water should be turned 
out of Alameda creek. Mr. J. C. Mar- 
tin was his attorney in the case, but 
Mr. Martin got sick and when the case 
came up for trial he asked me to take 
his place and try the case for him. So 
when I opened the case to the 
court 


and Jury, explaining to them what the 
case was about and what we expected 
to prove. I stated that we exoected to 
prove that Mr. Beard 
would 
suffer 


tremendous loss in case 
the 
Spring 


Valley Water Company succeeded in 
its efforts. 
Remember that I was Mr. 


Beard's lawyer, and what was I there 
for? Was it not to make out as good 


' a case as I could for my client? As a 
'matter of fact. Professor Hilgard and 
Professor Wickson. and Mr. George F. 
Allardt, an engineer of this city, and 
Mr. Ross E. Brown, another engineer 
of this city, and many others, testified 
that Mr. Beard's orchard was not in- 
jured and could not- be 
Injured by 


turning out the water from 
Alameda 


creek, and the jury, instead of giving 
us the $80,000 we claimed, gave us $15,- 
000, and the water was turned out, as 
the Spring Valley 
Water 
Company 


contended It should be. 
We did not 


take an appeal from that decision, but 


j submitted to it, and Mr. Beard got his 
; money, and Mr. OIney got his fee. This 


1 case was tried, I think, in 1S97. Since 


i then we have had 
continuous 
dry 


years, with very small rainfall, 
and 


the Spring Valley Water Company has 


I turned out ail of the water of Alameda 
, creek that it could, and what is the re- 


j suit? 
Six years have passed 
away, 


five of them dry years, and while Mr. 
Beard has been undoubtedly damaged 


\ in stopping the flow of this large and 
1 beautiful creek across 
his 
property. 


and Is entitled to all the money he re- 
ceived as damages, 
yet 
It has' not 


ruined his orchards or the productive- 
ness 
of 
his 
land. 
Five, years of 


drought, the 
Spring 
Valley 
Water 


Company and the Contra Costa Water 
Company all combined, ha\'e not been 
able to make any appreciable impres- 
sion upon the waters stored 
in 
the 
gravel beds at Nlles. Is not that the 
best possible answer that can be made 
to those seeking reasons for attacking 
the report of the committee and 
the 


men who made it? 


THE ANIMUS. 


"Don't you see the animus of these 
attacks upon me personally".' For ten 
years last past I have been a.dvocating 
the rights of the cities of Oakland, Al- 
ameda and Berkeley to the waters of 
Alameda creek, and contending that 
the Spring Valley Water Company had 
no right to come to our side of the bay 
and take the water that,we ought to 
have for our own families across the 
bay to San Francisco. I have conteded, 
and still contend, that there is enough 
water on the peninsula, If properly util- 
ized, to supply the city of San Fran- 
cisco, and that there was no use In the 
Spring Valley Water Company coming 
here, except for the purpose of shut- 
ting off any possible competition. 
"Now when the Water 
Committee 


makes a report, showing that we have 
water right here at our door and that 
we can get that water, in all probabil- 
ity, 
without any tremble or expense, 


except the purchase of the right from 
property owners to dig wells on their 
land, or, If that supply is insufficient, 
can force the Spring Valley 
Water 


Company, by condemnation proceed- 
ings, to let go her hold on enough wa- 
ter to supply our wants, you see what 
an onslaught is made upon me as the 
old-time advocate of this method of 
getting our own water. Men of sense 
can put two and two together. 
They 


can see that there would not be such a 
strong effort to put "down the man who 
has advocated this scheme of supply- 
ing ourselves with water from 
the 
start unless there was a strong force 
behind it. 


EXAMINER'S FIGHT. 


"What interest has the Examiner in 


this fight? Why should it come across 
the bay and try to prevent 
us 
from 


exercising our just rights and compel 
us either to submit to the extortions of 
the Contra Costa Water Company or 
buy out the plant of that corporation 
at its own price? 
What other object 


can there be in view in making this at- 
tack upon the men and the parties In 
Oakland who ore making the first ser- 
ious fight to obtain city water, except 
to divert the attention of the 
people 


from the best methods 
of relief and 


fasten the chains already around us 
still more tightly. 
"Some of my friends think that 
I 


ought to deny most emphatically that 
I am the water company's candidate 
for Mayor, that I am acting at all in its 
interests. 
I don't see why my whole 


course of conduct since I have been a 
citizen of Oakland is not 
the 
best 


refutation of any such miserable sland- 
er. But if any of my friends want an 
out find out denial from me, I give it 
here and now in the 
most 
positive 


manner. I have never had any com- 
munication, direct or indirect, with the 
Contra Costa Water Company, except 
to pay the rates charged. I have not 
received any employment or benefit 
from it in any shape or form. I have 
not exchanged a word, directly or in- 
directly, with Mr. Dingee inside 
of 


five years. 
I have not 
exchanged a 


word, or 
had 
any 
communication 


whatever with any of its managers in 
Oakland for years, and never did 
a 


word pass between us about the Con- 
tra Costa Water Company. Any state- 
ment that 
I 
have 
any 
connection 
or sympathy with that corporation is 
absolutely false, and the man who says 
I do have such connection, or that I 
am the water company's candidate, Is 
a liar, and is either a fool or a knave." 


Mr. OIney closed by appealing 
to 
those who wanted a good clean gov- 
ernment to go to the polls and vote. 
The speaker hoped that all of Oakland 
would be behind him as he wanted to 
go into office with 
a 
majority un- 


equaled. 
Mr. OIney impressed upon his hear- 


ers that to 
secure 
a 
business-like 


handling of the proposed bond issue 
that honest business-like men should 
be elected to the Council. 


AUDITOR BREED. 


A. H. Breed, candidate for re-elec- 


tion to the office of City Auditor, stat- 
ed thnt. he would continue to conduct 
himself in office, if re-elected, as he 
has done in the past. 


FELTON TAYLOR. 


Felton Taylor, 
the 
present 
City 


Treasurer who Is a candidate for an- 
other term, spoke briefly as follows: 


"I pledge you that I will do my duty 


If re-elected, as I hnve in the past. I 
want to impress upon you that 
you 


must elect a good set of Councilmen. 
I i.-.ve been there myself and I know." 


B. C. CUVELLIER. 


B. C. Cuvelllier, who is a candidate 


to be returi.od to the City Council, 
said: 


"I pledge you that if you'elect War- 


ren OIney and eight honest Council- 
men, we will have a municipal water 
•works. 
It takes eight votes 
In the 


Council to secure it. If Warren OIney 
is not elected Mayor, then 
I 
don't 


want to be returned to the City Coun- 


cil. 
Gentlemen, it Is up to you 
to 


throw off the yoke of the Contra Costa 
Water Company." 


FREDERICK C. TURNER. 


Frederick C. Turner, candidate 
ot 


the three-parties for re-election to the 
office of City Engineer, very 
briefly 
stated his position. He said that if 
returned to office again he would do 
all in his power to give the city the 
municipal water works when the mat- 
ter came to him. 
Mr. Turner stated 
that he would work hard for the suc- 
cess of the ticket from top to bottom. 
Mr.. Turner was applauded for the 
stand he had taken. 


G. E. AITKEN. 


G. E. Aitken, who is out for Coun- 


cllman-at-Large, said: 


"Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 


Seventh Ward: As your chairman has 
said I am a candidate for Councilrnan- 
at-Large, and before I begin my few 
brief remarks, let me heartily thank 
you for the kind reception you have 
just given me. 


"For the benefit of those who do not 
know me, permit me to say that I have 
been a Republican all my life. 


"A Republican who has ever had 
the Interests of the laboring man at 
heart and one who 
has

The committee on Judiciary in the Sen- 
ate has reported two bills, Nos. 476 and 
478, by Senator Selvage, which are at- 
tracting an amount of 
attention 
and 
which will receive considerable attention 
when they come up for passage. 
They 
were passed by the House last night. 
They effect the granting of right-of-way 
by the State to railroad' companies and 
could have special relevancy to Oakland 
and San Francisco and leave down the 
bars for the granting of rights to property 
which may extend to liberal distance both 
within and without the limits of any city 
and town. In which latter divisions the 
State may have title to property. In or- 
der to effect a grant of this kind it has 
become necessary to repeal a section in 
the present law, which forbade the State 
granting a right-of-way to a 
railroad 
company on its property inside a city 
or town or within three miles'thereof. 


RESTRICTION GOES OUT. 


Still another section is amended so as 
to obliterate the restriction of a grant to 
not exceed 200 feet in width and enable 
the grant to b» of any length or width 
which might be deemed necessary.

measures, says they have been designed 
with a view to aiding railroads "which are 
aiming to enter Humboldt. 
LUKENS ASKS FOR INVESTIGATION, 


With equal effect the bills could apply 
to Oakland, and it is for that reason that 
Senator Lukens desires the attention of 
the people of Oakland .directed to them, 
so that, they may be able to inform their 
representatives here as to what 
stand 
should be taken upon them. 
Bill No. 476 repeals section 476 of the 


civil code. This section I» simply a para- 
graph which, in effect, declares that the 
preceding section does not apply to pub- 
lic lands of the State within the corpo- 
rate limits of towns and cities or within 
three miles thereof. 
The preceding section grants to even' 
railroad corporation the right-of-way for 
the location, construction and mainten- 
ance of their necessary works and for 
every necessary adjunct thereto over any 
swamp, overflowed or other public lands 
of the State not otherwise disposed of oc 
in use, not in any case 
exceeding 
in 
length or width that which is necessary 
for the construction of such works and 
adjuncts or for the protection thereof, not 
in any case to exceed 200 feet in width. 
In bill 476 only one line is required to 
do away with tbe city and town proposi- 
tion, and in 476 only a few lines are re- 
dulred to allow the use of land prac- 
tically as the railroad company requests, 
the only proviso 
being that 
whenever 
such lands are located in any navigable 
river, bay, stream or other waters, such 
grant of the right to use the same shall 
not be effective until a plat thereof shall 
have been submiitted to and approved by 
the Secretary of War of the United. States 
or such other officer or board that may be 
changed by Congress with power to super- 
vise and control structures erected in the 
navigable waters of the United States. 
LEAVITT 
AND 
BLISS

WITH EMPHASIS. 


The caucus which was called for yes- 
terday afternoon at 4:30 o'clock by Sen- 
ator Leavitt, chairman of the Alameda 
county delegation, to act upon the Oak- 
land Police Court bill and several other 
subjects, did not take place, because of 
a lengthy debate on the act relating to 
the responsibility of employes. 
The as- 
semblying was continued until morning, 
at 9:30 o'clock.

nobody wants It passed, except three or 
four people, who would likely derive some 
benefit from its passage. I am also op- 
posed to it because the Governor is not 
in favor of It and I don't want to pass it 
up to him."
